Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Lead Poi soning Prevention Act is anmended

by changing Section 6.2 as foll ows:

(410 ILCS 45/6.2) (fromCh. 111 1/2, par. 1306.2)

Sec. 6.2. Physicians to screen children.

(a) Every physician licensed to practice nmedicine in al
its branches or health care provider shall screen children 6
months through 6 vyears of age for |ead poisoning who are
determined to reside in an area defined as high risk by the
Depart ment . Children residing in areas defined as |ow risk
by the Departnent shall be assessed for risk by a risk
assessnent procedure developed by the Departnent. Children
shal |l be screened, in accordance with guidelines and criteria
set forth by the Anerican Acadeny of Pediatrics, at the
priority intervals and wusing the nmethods specified in the
gui del i nes.

(b) Each licensed, registered, or approved health care
facility serving children from6 nonths through 6 years of
age, including but not Ilimted to, health departnents,
hospitals, clinics, and health nmaintenance organizations
approved, registered, or licensed by the Departnent, shal
take the appropriate steps to ensure that the patients
recei ve | ead poisoning screening, where nedically indicated
or appropri ate.

(c) Children 6 years and older may al so be screened by
physicians or health care providers, in accordance wth
guidelines and criteria set forth by the Anerican Acadeny of
Pedi atrics, according to the priority intervals specified in

t he guidelines. Physi ci ans _and health care providers shal
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al so screen children for | ead poisoning in conjunction wth

the school health exani nation, as required under the School

Code, when, in the nedical judgement of the physician,

advanced practice nurse who has a witten collaborative

agreenent with a coll aborating physician that authorizes the

advance practice nurse to performhealth exam nations, or

physi ci an assi stant who has been del eqgated to perform health

exam nations by the supervising physician, the childis

potentially at high risk of |ead poisoning.

(d) Nothing in this Section shall be construed to
require any child to undergo a | ead bl ood | evel screening or
test whose parent or guardi an objects on the grounds that the
screening or test conflicts with his or her religious
bel i ef s.
